The Faithful Nile 


The Nile began to rise on time 
the 
great life giving river of Egypt began 
creeping up its low banks June 16, to 
overflow the valley and thus to per­ 
petuate the fertility of the soil. The 
beginning of the rise varies but a few 
days. 
It occurs from June 15 
to 
June 17, and continues on until tow: rd 
the last of September, when the wa­ 
ters recede and the crops are cultivat­ 
ed and harvested. 
The rice is sown 
in the water before it len.es

valley, but many other crops cannot 
be planted until the river returns t< 
its banks. 
It is not strange the natives used to 
believe the source of the Nile was in 
Paradise; it was a paradise to them. 
Every year, without rains, the stream 
began overflowing the valley at a cer 
tain date. It brought down fertility as 
W'ell as providing moisture for the 
crops that were to follow. The natives 
did not explore its source.

a district delegate. 
The feeling "t 
the party in Missouri was emphatical­ 
ly expressed at Joplin hut Reed and 
his friends endeavored to persuade the 
National Committee to overrule .he 
action of the state, and to admit him 
on the basis of a new district election. 
Failing in this, an appeal was taken 
to the Credentials Committee, which, 
after a hearing, decided by a vote of 
119 to 9, that Reed was not entitled to 
a seat in the convention. 
Thus has 
the senior Senator from Missouri been 
publiciiy condemned by the Demo« rats 
of this state and of the nation. They 
have declared in effet t that he ha- no 
right to a seat in a gathering of Dem­ 
ocrats, that he has no right to repre­ 
sent the Democratic party in its na­ 
tional gathering, that, hi -hort, he is 
not a Democrat. 
And yet James A. Reed i- the re­ 
presentative of the Democratic party 
of Missouri in the United States Sen­ 
ate and unless he resigns will con­ 
tinue to represent it until the 4th 
of 
March 1923. 
For nine years he has 
been a member of that body and in 
1916 
when he was a candidate lor 
re-election the 
Mis ouri 
Democratic 
Convention declared in its platform 
that ‘in the halls of th«- Senate 
the 
voice of Senator Reed i 
alwayt rai - 
ed in behalf of the prim ip!« 
of De­ 
mocracy. 
He is recognized a 
the 
ablest debater in tin- gfeat forum of 
the Senate. 
His return t*, the Senate 
is a national need.’ 
Such a difference 
ha^ four years made. 


“ But yesterday th*- w< rd of Caesar 
might 
Have stood against the world; now 
lies he there, 
and none so poor to do him rever­ 
ence.” 


Four years ago Senator Reed nail 
both the confidence and the admira 
tion of the Democrat- of Missouri, 
and th«- admiration, at lea t 
wa 
shared to no little extent by the Re­ 
publicans of this stat= . 
That he still 
has many friends in both parties 
is 
evidence of a charm 
of 
personality 
that had much to do with his eleva­ 
tion. 
But two years ago the state 
Democratic platform did not mention 
him, and yesterday he stood in 
the 
convention hall at San Francisco with 
tears in bis eyes, a mere spectator, 
refused admittance to 
the

With only a superficial 
knowledge of a -ubject h«« could talk 
for hours, entertainingly, wittily, even 
brilliantly at times. 
If his judgment 
had been «-qual to his eloquence 
he 
would have been a

leailer. 
But his deii'ght in invective, 
in caustic catire in keen thru t , of­ 
ten put him in opposition when both

There are today two hundred im ­ 
portant trees standing near the man­ 
sion. 
Many of them planted during 
W ashington’s life tim e; others w* ry 
added but almost invariably in sym 
lath y w’ith his original plans for the 
tate so far as these were 
known. 
W ashington himself, searched far and 
wide for the trees 
he 
wanted; 
he 
w rote his friends in various parts o f 
Am riea and abroad. 
Thus it is that 
the estate is a spot beloved of forest­ 
er and 
horticulturist, and the

sophisticated visitor gazes up into the 
preading trees, lets the eye linger on 
zreen sward and shelving shores, and 
ive- over his 
spiritual burden 
t" 
tHf bo mn of the Potomac. 
W ashington’s diary inform s us he 
was active in January of 1785, locat­ 
ing elm trees for the grounds. 
The 
majestic American elm c*n 
the we t 
aw probably was ope of the trees 
Jjtained at that time.- He was fond 
of the American elm, and there are 
at least ten of these trees near the 
mansion 
some of them, however, of 
later planting. 
Of the original elms, 
two flank the wall, fringing the howl­ 
ing green, on the east 
side. 
Two 
are picturesquely placed between the 
Ufice and the gardener’s house, alt ho 
this pair may be more recent. 
A bnc 
lm stands on the east lawn. 
The bowling green, between the two 
gardens, is an attractive study. 
At 
once attention is attracted to the twin 
beech treets planted by W ashington in 
the corners of the narrow end near 
the mansion. 
Their height is accent­ 
uated by their tall 
straight trunks, 
and the y form im pressive 
focusing 
co lu m n s for the opening 
sweep 
of 
>uwn stretching between the two gar­ 
dens. 
On the w est side the next tree 
is an ash, planted by W ashington, and 
a<-ross from them two 
roflee 
bean 
treets, the three forming an im p r e s­ 
sive group. 
Of four notable honey locust, one 
standing between the kitchen garden 
and the serpentine walk is credited to 
W ashington. 
I his is a fast giow ing 
and short lived tree and others prob­ 
ably disappeared. 
He makes note in 
his diary that on March 23, 178(5, ht 
planted “between 17 000 and 
10,000 
seeds of the honey locu i.’ 
The seven buckeyes have a special 
interest 
for instead of the normal 
yellow flow ers 
these have red 
pin! 
and flesh colored flowers, colors not 
found anywhere else. 
Moreover, the 
records show W ashington gathered 
the seeds from which the trees were 
grow near the mouth of C’heet River, 
in what is now \\ est Virginia.

is considered d o u b t f u l ii either ol t h i

The three pecan trees, all on 
tht 
front lawns, are trees of history. They 
were given to W ashington by Jeffer 
son, who in 1784 first published 
technical description of this tree, am 
apparently was the first distributor of 
living plants brought from the Mi - 
issippi valley. 
They are the 
olde t 
of the trees planted by W ashington. 
Two curiosities my be noted. 
One 
is a cedar of Lebanon near th e sum ­ 
mer house 
believed 
to have 
been 
planted in grounds. 
The other is a 
solitary 
(and sym bolic) cherry tree 
,m 
t h e ea t law n. 
A p p a r e n t l y

sprang from a seed from one 
of 
W a s h i n g t o n ’s garden

Many trees mentioned by W ashing­ 
ton as being planted by him are no 
longer to be found there; but of what 
he did plant, a small forest remains,

The Faithful Nile 


The Nile began to rise on time 
the 
great life giving river of Egypt began 
creeping up its low banks June 16, to 
overflow the valley and thus to per­ 
petuate the fertility of the soil. The 
beginning of the rise varies but a few 
days. 
It occurs from June 15 
to 
June 17. and continues on until towi rd 
the last of September, when the wa ­ 
te r; recede and the crops are cultivat­ 
ed and harvested. 
The rice is sown 
in the w ater liefore it 
lenzrs 
the 
valley, but muny other crop s cannot 
be planted until the river returns t< 
its banks. 
It is not strange the natives used to 
believe the source of the Nile* was in 
Paradise; it was a paradise to them. 
F.very year, without rains, the stream 
began overflowing the valley at a cer­ 
tain date. 
It brought down fertility as 
well 
as providing moisture for the 
crops that were to follow. The natives 
did not explore its source. 
There it 
was, stretched out before them, rolling 
peacefully whenc e they knew not. 
As 
far as they traveled, there was the 
river, the* same stream , coming front 
heaven, of course. 
How could su< h 
a blessing tlow 
from 
any 
other 
source? They did not follow it to the 
mountains; the> 
did not understand 
that this annual inundation was due 
to the m elting snows; they had never 
met anyone who claimed to have vis­ 
ited the region of its source. 
The ancients watched for the rise* 
of the river even as do the moderns. 
But they were more impatient than 
the moderns. 
If the river did not be­ 
gin to r i >o on June 15 they m ade 
a 
sacrifice. 
They took the most beauti­ 
ful maiden in the land, gowned her 
as if for a wedding, and drowned her 
in the 
trcam . 
It was always effec­ 
tive, for within a few days the stream 
began to rise 
just as it does now 
without drowning a maiden in its wa- 
tet .

THE REJECTION OF 
SENATOR REED 


The culm inating humiliation 
for 
Senator Reed of Mis ouri is th«* re­ 
fusal of the Credential“ Committee of 
the Democratic National Convention 
to permit him to take a 
eat on 
the 
floor of the convention a 
a represen­ 
tative from the Fifth District of this 
state. 
This follow«« a series of re­ 
bukes from his party 
The State ('»in­ 
vention not only declined to elect him 
a delegate at large, an honor that un­ 
der ordinary circumstance would have 
been given to him a 
a 
m atter 
of 
course, hut repudiated hi 
election as 
a district delegate. 
The feeling of 
the party in Missouri was emphatical- 
expressed at Joplin but Reed and 
his friends endeavored to persuade the 
National Committee to overrule the 
action of the state, and to admit him 
on the basis of a new district election. 
Failing in this, an appeal was taken 
to the Credentials Committee, which, 
after a hearing, decided by a vote of 
39 to 9, that Reed was not entitled to 
seat in the convention. 
Thus has 
the senior Senator front Missouri been 
publicity condemned by th«* Democrats 
>f this state and of the nation. Th«*y 
have declared in eff«*« t that he has no 
right to a seat in a gathering «if Dem­ 
ocrats, that he has no right t«i r«*pr«*- 
ent th** Democratic party in its n a ­ 
tional gathering, that, in 
hort, he is 
not a Democrat. 
And yet Jam es A. Reed is th»* re ­ 
presentative of the Democratic party 
of Missouri in the United States Sen­ 
ate 
and unless he resigns will con­ 
tinue to represent it until the 4th 
of 
March 1923. 
For nine years he has 
been a mem ber of that l>«i«ly and in 
1916 
when he* was a candidate for 
re-election the 
Missouri 
Democratic 
Convention declared in its platform 
that ‘in the halls of the Senate 
th 
voice of Senator Reed i« always rai 
ed in behalf of the principle 
of De­ 
mocracy. 
He is recognized a« 
the 
ablest debater in the gr«*at forum of 
th«* Senate. 
His return t«i the* Senate 
is a national need.” 
Such a difference 
ha« four years made. 


“ But yestenlay the we r*l of Caesar 
might 
Have stood against the world; now 
lies he there, 
and none so poor to do him rever­ 
ence.’’ 


Four years ago Senat«ir Reed ha« 
both the confidence and the adm ira 
tion of the Democrats of Missouri, 
and the admiration, at 
least 
wa 
shared to no little extent by th«* R«*- 
puhlicans of this state. 
That h«* still 
has many friends in both parties 
is 
evidence of a charm 
of 
personality 
that had much t«i do with his eleva­ 
tion. 
But two years ago the state 
Democratic platf«»rm did not mention 
him, and yesterday he stood in 
the 
convention hall at San Francisco with 
tears in his eyes, a m ere spectator, 
refused adm ittance to 
the 
suprem e 
council of the party whcih in the past 
had heaped honors upon him. 
We are inclined to think that the 
fall of Reed may he explain« <1 by 
a 
phrase from the laudatory platform 
of 1916. which we have quoted: 
“ In 
th«* halls <«f th«* Senate the voice of 
Senator Reed is always raised.” In 
the last nine years, it is perhaps safe 
to assert, th at no man in the United 
States S enate has talk«*«! as much or 
as often as Reed. Gifted with a ready 
eloquence and a constant 
urge 
to 
speech, th«*re have been 
few 
days 
when he was not a conspicuous figure 
in the «lebate. 
With only a superficial 
knowledge of a 
ubj«*ct he could talk 
for hours, entertainingly, wittily, even 
brilliantly at times. 
If his judgm ent 
had been equal to his eloquence 
he 
would have been a 
g reat 
political 
leader. 
But hi“ ilelight in invectiv«*, 
in caustic ;atir«* in k«*«*n thru ts, of­ 
ten put him in opposition when both 
right and expediency demanded 
the 
affirmative. 
It was not enough that 
oppose; h«* hail to th ru st with 
a 
sword and then turn it in the wound 
So long as he use«! his powers against 
the Republicans he was “ m agnifieient” 
but when he turned his blade upon th« 
hi«-f of his own party, he aroused 
s 
bitter anim osity that for thr**e year 
has been constantly gniw ing. 
For a 
ong tim e he stood absolutely alone on 
the Democratic side in his opposition 
to the le a g u e of Nations; 
liis cour­ 
age in taking tlii« 
tand is not to b« 
denied, an*l had h<* been content 
to 
express himself conservatively 
and 
fairly 
th ere is litlte doubt that 
he 
would have retain««d the respect 
of 
his p arty for his independence, even 
though it disapproved his attitude. It 
was the profusion of his speech, th« 
venom in it, the personal th ru sts at 
the President, the cutting, contem ptu 
ous criticism that scintillated 
with 
rhetoric 
while 
it 
cared little for 
facts, which aroused the anim osity of 
the supporters of the adm inistration 
throughout the country in general and 
ed the almost unprecedented action 
in Missouri in particular, and com pell 
at Joplin and at San Francisco. “ In 
ebriated with the exuberance of his 
own verbosity.” Senator 
Reed 
has 
staggered through 
the 
past 
three 
years and has fallen, the victim of a

m any’s form er industrial machine and 
mighty war engine; hence it is not 
surprising France should U suspicious 
of any movement whii h might lead 
to jockeying by “ junk* rs* to regain 
control there," says a bulletin from 
the W ashington headquarters of the 
National Geographic So« iety. 
"The peace tre a ty stipulation that 
Germany must not construct fortifi­ 
cations within 'fifty kilometers to the 
cast of the Rhine' lessens her abso­ 
lute control over one of the richest 
coal fields in the shattered em pire; 
over R uhrert, which had the large-1 
river harbor in Europe; over the once 
busy factory cities along the R uhr’s 
crooked course, and, above all, over 
Essen, city of the Krupp cart-steel 
and cannons. 
“The confluence of the Ruhr 
and 
the Rhine was the geographic factor 
in making Kuhert. though only one 
twelfth the size of our own P itts­ 
burgh, comparable in economic im ­ 
portance to that municipal child of 
the Ohio and Allegheny rivers. 
The 
entire region might be likened 
to 
W estern Pennsylvania. 
Between the Rhine and the Ruhr 
Duisburg, city of 
rolling 
mills, 
foundries and factories. 
Once this 
beehive of industry was a university 
town and a grim y memorial fountain 
to G erardus M ercator, laitinized form 
of G erhard Krem er, is a reminder 
that the inventor of the famous map 
projection method was associated with 
Ua-sander, who nearly four centuries 
ago was commissioned to found 
the 
University of Duisburg. 
Krem er wie 
not a German, it should he noted, but 
a Flemish geographer who studied at 
Louvain.

Duisburg

connected with the Ruhr by a canal. 
“Though the Krupp 
works 
were 
founded in 1812, the year IH.'is

them with only seventy employes. But 
with the advent ot railways and cast- 
steel guns the Krupp works expand­ 
ed rapidly and their subsequent story 
is world famous 
or infamous 
¡or 
their incubation of wars. 
“ Mulheim is a railway center, seven 
miles northw est of Essen, where con­ 
vergence of rail and w ater 
routes 
brought an enormous traffic. 
Four 
miles east of Essen is another Ruhr 
.river port, Steele, a minning town, 
with iron and steel works, also noted 
for its fire-proof bricks. 
“ F arth er up the Ruhr is Witten, im­ 
portant not only for steel, but also 
for beer, soap and chemicals. Within 
the area of the present disturbances, 
though it is on the Rhine, a scant 5 
miles south of the R uhr’s mouth, is 
Düsseldorf. 
This is one of the most 
pretentious cities in 
W estern 
G er­ 
many. 
It was bombarded by 
the 
French in 1795, later was the capital 
of Berg, when that 
state 
was 
a 
Napoleonic duchy, and 
passed 
to 
Prussia, with the rest of Berg, in 1815. 
"The Ruhr basin coal field not only 
were im portant to the G erm an Empire 
because of their heavy production, but 
because they alone were accessible for 
w ater im portation ol ores. 
A canal 
connected Dortmund, a city of the 
Ruhr basin, with the Ems River, thus 
affording with an outlet directly 
to 
the N orth Sea at Kmden. 
"The Ruhr was 
made 
navigable 
from the Rhine to W itten, some fo r­
